He said Germany needs peace imme- 
diately so as to get food and material that her people can go to 
work.

"We must be ready for anything.

clared Ebert. "We stand on President Wilson's fourteen points 
on which basis we signed the armistice. We will do everything 
to comply with the conditions but it is possible our enemy will 
make further demands.

GIDEON AND CONSCRIPTION 


Robert W. Smith, Secretary of the Selective Service Board 


for District No. 1 of Blair county, is somewhat of a student of 
the Scriptures and when addressing a draft contingent ready to 
leave Altoona i'or army service gave the boys a little history of 
the operation of the first selective service on record. 
Secretary 


Smith's research disclosed the fact that "cold i'eet" was an ancient 
ailment and that, the average Pehnsylvanian is a much better man, 
physically sppnking, than were the old timers whom Gideon was 
called upon to summon to the battle for righteousness. The Sec- 
retary's speech in part follows: 


"JUt us recall the olden story of the first drafted men on 


earth. Gideon was the commander of the Israelites. He had an 
army of 32,000 men at his back. He nought to draft out of that 
army only the strongest and best warriors to fight the enemy. 
lie thereupon constituted himself the first selective service board 
in the history of the world. His first draft order was that all hi;; 
soldiers, who had dependents, or were slackers, or who were afraid 
and wanted to go home, might go. Thereupon, 22,000 Israelites 
deserted the colors and went home, leaving 10,000 comrades behind 
to fight the battle. The commander then proceeded to separate ; 
the physically disqualified from the army. So this novel test oi 
efficiency was applied. The 10,000 soldiers were marched down to 
a stream and commanded to drink. 
Ninety-seven hundred soldiers 


got down on all fours to drink, thereby proving that they were 
physically unfit, lacking bo- n the agility and virility to wage suc- 
cessful combat against the foe. But the three hundred remaining 
soldiers were so eager for the corning fray, so alert against any ; 
possible surprise attack of the enemy, that they disdained to stoop 
and kneel. They stood erect. Each one scooped up the water in 
the palms of his hands, and drank. These brisk, energetic men, 
swift of limb and steady of purpose, were the soldiers chosen in 
the selective service of the long, long ago. Better three hundred 
picked men, than 32.000 cl'.ubtf ul lighters for Gideon's army. Holy 
Writ tells us, that these drafted men were entrusted with the:

New Telephone Toll Rates 


Effective January 21, 1919 


(Announced December 13, 1318, by Postmaster General, Washington, D. C.) 


i 


New schedules of rates for telephone toll calls (to points outside the local service area) 
under which all toll calls throughout the Ignited States are placed on a uniform basis, 
become effective 12.01 a. m., January 21, 1019. 


Under these ne,v schedules the "station to station" rate is the base rate upon which all 
rates for the \ priou* classes of service offered, are computed. This rate is determined 
by the air line distance between toll points and is computed, for the initial period, on the 
basis of 5c lor each 6 miles up to 24 miles and 5c for each 8 miles beyond that distance. 
For toll calls wheie the calling party does not specify a particular person to be reached 
at the called telephone, "station to station" rates are charged. 


For toll cal!& where the calling party does specify a particular person to be reached at 
the called telephone and the connection is established and conversation held with that 
person, "person to person" rates are charged. As this service requires a greater 
amount of operating effort, the rate for such calls is about one-fourth greater than the 
"station to station" rate. The minimum "person to person" rate is 20c. 


Toll calls involving an appointment to talk at a specified time, or involving the use of 
messenger service to secure attendance of a designated person at a public telephone 
at a distait point may be made at rates usually about one-half greater than the "sta- 
tion to station' rate, plus the cost of messenger service. The minimum rate for such 
CclilS IS ^ud 


For all toll calls other than those made on < ho "station to station" basis, where conne& 
tion is established but the conversation is not held because the calling or called party. 
is not present or will not talk, a "report charge" is made, equivalent to about one- 
fourth of the "station to station" rate. The minimum "report charge" is 10c- maxi- 
mum $2.00. No "report charge" is made if the call is completed before midnight of the 
day it is placed.

Night rates, applying only to calls made on a "station to station" basis, are quoted be- 
tween 8.30 p. m. and 4.GO a. m. The rate b etv/een 8.30 p. m. and 12 midnight is abouts 
one-hall the "station to station" day rate, and between 12 midnight and 4.30 a m about 
one-fourth the "station to station" day rate. The minimum night rate is 25c. 


"Station to Station" calls must be made as far as possible by giving the telephone num- 
ber of the called telephone. When the num ber is not known and telephone directory in- 
formation is not available the number should be obtained from "Information " or if the 
called telephone is at a distant point, the name and-address of the called subscriber 
should be given to the Toll Operator, stating that it is a "station to station" call. 


The "station to station" rates are substantially lower than the "person to person." 
rates. In order that patrons may effect the greatest economy in their chargesJpr tott~. 
service, and also maximum speed of connections, they are urged to study their toll serv ' 
ice requirements and to make the widest possible use of "station to station" calls

The Cathedral of SS. John flm! fan! 


In Venice Is considered the I'amlicon 
of the old Republic. It i.s n large, t»n£- 
nlflcent building In the Italian Gothic 
jityle, erected In the thirteenth centu- 
ry by the Mine architect wliu built the 
Cathedral of the Frarl. Like Westmln- 
•ter Abbey, the Interior of the church 
contains the tombs of many groat men 
•f the country. Here lie some of the 
(Mftteit t>0fe% captains and admirals 
•f the glorious armies and fleets of tho 
Republic of Venice. The facade of Uie 
Cathedral has never been completely 
jlnlihed, bat the Interior presents the 
•KWt Imposing lines and richness of 
fecoratlon. 


On* of the chapels, atUled Inte at ihe 


JkM ot the maturity of the Venetian 


art, was specially Important, having 
been erected ,ln memory of the great 
mival battle of Lepanto, which saved 
Europe from Invasion and the tyranny 
of Uie Turks in the sixteenth century, 
Just as In our time the battle of the 
Murne saved the world from the Huns. 
The chnpel dedicated to the Virgin of 
tlie Rosary and decorated with pre- 
cious bas-reliefs in marble by Vlttoria 
as well as fine wood carving and paint- 
ings was burnt and rv.>rnn!etely destroy- 
ed sixty years ntio.

fortune was also destroyed in tliossime 
fire one of the most o>lt>brtitpd can- 
VHSPS hy Tirliin.

In that chapel while its own frame in 
tho church was bclnK restored.

GIDEON AND CONSCRIPTION 


Robert W. Smith, Secretary of the Selective Service Board 


for District No. 1 of Blair county, is somewhat of a student of 
the Scriptures and when addressing a draft contingent ready to 
leave Altoona i'or army service gave the boys a little history of 
the operation of the first selective service on record. 
Secretary 


Smith's research disclosed the fact that "cold i'eet" was an ancient 
ailment and that, the average Pehnsylvanian is a much better man, 
physically sppnking, than were the old timers whom Gideon was 
called upon to summon to the battle for righteousness. The Sec- 
retary's speech in part follows: 


"JUt us recall the olden story of the first drafted men on 


earth. Gideon was the commander of the Israelites. He had an 
army of 32,000 men at his back. He nought to draft out of that 
army only the strongest and best warriors to fight the enemy. 
lie thereupon constituted himself the first selective service board 
in the history of the world. His first draft order was that all hi;; 
soldiers, who had dependents, or were slackers, or who were afraid 
and wanted to go home, might go. Thereupon, 22,000 Israelites 
deserted the colors and went home, leaving 10,000 comrades behind 
to fight the battle. The commander then proceeded to separate ; 
the physically disqualified from the army. So this novel test oi 
efficiency was applied. The 10,000 soldiers were marched down to 
a stream and commanded to drink. 
Ninety-seven hundred soldiers 


got down on all fours to drink, thereby proving that they were 
physically unfit, lacking bo- n the agility and virility to wage suc- 
cessful combat against the foe. But the three hundred remaining 
soldiers were so eager for the corning fray, so alert against any ; 
possible surprise attack of the enemy, that they disdained to stoop 
and kneel. They stood erect. Each one scooped up the water in 
the palms of his hands, and drank. These brisk, energetic men, 
swift of limb and steady of purpose, were the soldiers chosen in 
the selective service of the long, long ago. Better three hundred 
picked men, than 32.000 cl'.ubtf ul lighters for Gideon's army. Holy 
Writ tells us, that these drafted men were entrusted with the: 
sword of the Lord and of Gideon, and achieved a glorious victory.;

New Telephone Toll Rates 


Effective January 21, 1919 


(Announced December 13, 1318, by Postmaster General, Washington, D. C.) 


i 


New schedules of rates for telephone toll calls (to points outside the local service area) 
under which all toll calls throughout the Ignited States are placed on a uniform basis, 
become effective 12.01 a. m., January 21, 1019. 


Under these ne,v schedules the "station to station" rate is the base rate upon which all 
rates for the \ priou* classes of service offered, are computed. This rate is determined 
by the air line distance between toll points and is computed, for the initial period, on the 
basis of 5c lor each 6 miles up to 24 miles and 5c for each 8 miles beyond that distance. 
For toll calls wheie the calling party does not specify a particular person to be reached 
at the called telephone, "station to station" rates are charged. 


For toll cal!& where the calling party does specify a particular person to be reached at 
the called telephone and the connection is established and conversation held with that 
person, "person to person" rates are charged. As this service requires a greater 
amount of operating effort, the rate for such calls is about one-fourth greater than the 
"station to station" rate. The minimum "person to person" rate is 20c. 


Toll calls involving an appointment to talk at a specified time, or involving the use of 
messenger service to secure attendance of a designated person at a public telephone 
at a distait point may be made at rates usually about one-half greater than the "sta- 
tion to station' rate, plus the cost of messenger service. The minimum rate for such 
CclilS IS ^ud 


For all toll calls other than those made on < ho "station to station" basis, where conne& 
tion is established but the conversation is not held because the calling or called party. 
is not present or will not talk, a "report charge" is made, equivalent to about one- 
fourth of the "station to station" rate. The minimum "report charge" is 10c- maxi- 
mum $2.00. No "report charge" is made if the call is completed before midnight of the 
day it is placed.

Night rates, applying only to calls made on a "station to station" basis, are quoted be- 
tween 8.30 p. m. and 4.GO a. m. The rate b etv/een 8.30 p. m. and 12 midnight is abouts 
one-hall the "station to station" day rate, and between 12 midnight and 4.30 a m about 
one-fourth the "station to station" day rate. The minimum night rate is 25c. 


"Station to Station" calls must be made as far as possible by giving the telephone num- 
ber of the called telephone. When the num ber is not known and telephone directory in- 
formation is not available the number should be obtained from "Information " or if the 
called telephone is at a distant point, the name and-address of the called subscriber 
should be given to the Toll Operator, stating that it is a "station to station" call. 


The "station to station" rates are substantially lower than the "person to person." 
rates. In order that patrons may effect the greatest economy in their chargesJpr tott~. 
service, and also maximum speed of connections, they are urged to study their toll serv ' 
ice requirements and to make the widest possible use of "station to station" calls

It i.s n large, t»n£- 
nlflcent building In the Italian Gothic 
jityle, erected In the thirteenth centu- 
ry by the Mine architect wliu built the 
Cathedral of the Frarl. Like Westmln- 
•ter Abbey, the Interior of the church 
contains the tombs of many groat men 
•f the country. Here lie some of the 
(Mftteit t>0fe% captains and admirals 
•f the glorious armies and fleets of tho 
Republic of Venice. The facade of Uie 
Cathedral has never been completely 
jlnlihed, bat the Interior presents the
